foi it to take effect. 
The blond, chic envoy told the 
President that 
a recent illness i 
made it necessary for her to have 
“ several months of real rest” be- ; 
fore she could work again at full 
efficiency. 
She said her dutic 
as ambas 
ador would not permit this rest 
and therefore she asked to be re­ 
lieved. 
Mrs. Luce was recurrently ill 
during her tenure as ambassador 
and 
her 
husband’s 
magazine, 
Time, reported last summer that 
her trouble was traced to arsenic 
poison from paint flaking off her 
bedroom ceiling. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower 
accepted the 
resignation with “very great per­ 
sonal regret” and high praise for 
“ a job superbly done” 
through 
“constant personal sacrifice and 
even 
to the 
detriment of 
your 
health.” 
James D. Zellerbach, San Fran­ 
cisco, president of Crowm Zeller­ 
bach 
Corp., 
is reported to have 
the inside track to succeed Mrs. 
Luce. 
Zellerbach served as head 
of a .special mission to Italy under 
the old Economic Cooperation Ad­ 
ministration from 1948 to 1950. He 
also has served as an alternate 
delegate 
to the United 
Nations 
General Assembly. 
Before announcement of her res­ 
ignation. Mrs. Luce spent an hour 
with the chief executive talking 
over the Middle East crisis as it 
applies to Italy, particularly “the 
serious repercussions the closing 
of the Suez Canal may have on the 
Italian economy.” 
“As of the moment,” Mrs. Luce 
said, “the Italians have sufficient 
oil and fuel to get along for some 
time. but they mus' begin to plan 
foi their future wants if the canal 
is to be closed for any length of 
time.” 


Nehru Appeals for Foreign Troops 
To Withdraw from Hungary, Egypt 


NEW DELHI, India (16- Prime 
Minister Jawaharlai Nehru of In­ 
dia appealed to “foreign troops” 
to withdraw from both Egypt and 
Hungary 
today. 
He 
suggested 
United Nations observers be sent 
to both countries “to report things 
impartially.” 
In a major parliamentary speech 
on foreign affairs Nehru said that 
thcKdispatch of U. N. observers to 
both countries would “ give a cor 
re d lead to the world.” 
“ Hungary presents a grave sit­ 
uation,” 
Nehru said. 
“ Foreign 
forces should withdraw and then 
people be given a right to express 
a free opinion. 
It’s a national 
rising." 


It was Nehru’s first major pro 
nouncement on Hungary, and foi 
lowed a mounting tide of criticism 
within India that he had let his 
attention be distracted by the An 
glo-French intervention in Egypt 
to the exclusion of events in Hun 
gary. 


Nehru said Soviet Premier Niko 
iai Bulganin’s letter to him on the 
subject of a Big Five conference 
on world disarmament—including 
Britain. France, the Soviet Union, 
the United States and India—was 
“of vital importance.” 


“ But this matter has to be de­ 
cided by the three or four big pow­ 
ers who really count.” he said.

country for weeks. 
But this appeared partly due to 
lack of electric power, raw m a­ 
terial and transportation to bring 
commuting workers into the indus­ 
trial areas from the suburbs. 
The solid strike front cracked 
while Russia was pouring 20 new 
divisions into the country to con­ 
solidate 
its conquest 
by Soviet 
tanks. 
Soviet armored forces al­ 
ready in Hungary total some 200,- 
000 troops and 4.500 tanks. 
Spokesmen for workers frankly 


J admitted they had capitulated to 
hunger, cold and lack of money 
rather than the promises of con­ 
cessions 
by the Soviet-sponsored 
Janos Radar regime. 
“ Kadai didn’t convince us,” one 
said, 
“ but winter

The workers said they have not 
given up their demands for

Average of 20.7 Quarts t>f MHk 
Consumed Per Student in Schools 


Saline county had an average 
of 20.7 quarts of milk consumed 
annually per student last year un­ 
der the School Milk program, ac­ 
cording to C. R. Gardner, county 
superintendent of schools. 
Ten of the county’s schools were 
commended for topping the recom­ 
mended goal of 45 quarts of milk. 
Source of the praise was Roland 
W. Bartlett, University of Illinois 
dairy economist, who is in charge 
of the state’s program. 
Gardner says# that figures just 
released by Bartlett show that stu­ 
dents in participating schools aver­ 
aged 27.0 quarts annually, based 


on a survey last January. 
County schools psrticipsting in 
the program numbered 27. 
4725 students served. Seven schools 
did not participate, and as a re­ 
sult, 1436 students were not served 
milk under the program. 
Participating schools can receive 
a maximum 
reimbursement of 
from threes to four cents on each 
half pint of milk consumed, de­ 
pending on whether or not they 
had a school-lunch, or a school 
milk phogram previously, Gard­ 
ner says. 
In* most schools, Children sdaom 
pay over three cents for tach half­ 


pint and frequently pay much less 
^-Particularly ** the *ch°ol has a 
school lunch program. 
Top thro# schools in the county 
in terms of amount of milk con­ 
sumed per student were Taylor, 
Watson, and Crossroad*. The fol- 
lowing schools did not participate: 
Carrier 
Mills Community high 
■cbhol, College Heights, Bayliss. 
Horace Mann, Liberty, Logan and 
McKinley. 
^ 
Schools not under the program 
still can join, Gardner points out. 
Any illinois school can become 
eligible by submitting an applica­ 
tion to the office of the county 
superintendent of schools. 
Gardner stated this county could 
increase consumption if the spe­ 
cial milk was made available to 
athletes after practice sessions and 
Also to elementary pupils during 
races* periods.

In carillons of this type, bell 
sounds are produced by striking 
small metal tone bars with tiny 
plastic 
hammers, 
electronically 
controlled, 
and 
amplifying 
the 
sounds they make through special 
magnetic pickup and loudspeaking 
systems. 
Although the carillons 
weigh only a few hundred pounds, 
the sounds duplicate exactly the 
tones of large cast bells weighing 
as much as several tons.

CARBONDALE, 111. <UR> -- The 
stale fire marshal's office today 
investigated a mystery gas scare 
in Carbondale.

The all-clear 
was given Saturday night after the 
gas had been cleared from a large 
storage tank and individual lines. 
State officials checked each of 
the housing units and declared 
them safe. 
Asst. State Fire Marshal Roy 
Richardson took a sample of the 
mystery gas for analysis. 
And a 
university spokesman says the col­ 
lege will probably begin an investi­ 
gation this week. 


Hungarian Rail 
Engineer Brings 
Family to Freedom 


VIENNA im—A Hungarian rail­ 
road engineer brought his family 
to freedom Sunday night by rac­ 
ing his locomotive across the bor­ 
der to an Austrian railroad sta­ 
tion. 
The engineer, from the west Hun­ 
garian city of Szombathely, told 
Austrian police he was ordered to 
drive to the border check-point of 
St. Gotthard near the border. 
He placed his wife, his brother- 
in-law and sister-in-law with their 
two children aboard the engine and 
itarted his dash to freedom. 
Instead of stopping at St. Gott­ 
hard, he gathered speed and rac­ 
ed across the Iron Curtain into 
Austria where he asked for politi­ 
cal asylum for himself and his 
family.

HERRIN, 111 IP—Louis H. Schef- 
fler of Herrin was free today on 
$10,000 bond posted on a man 
slaughter charge in connection with 
the Herrin propane gas explosion 
that took aine lives. 
The manslaughter charge was 
filed against Seheffier after a cor­ 
oner's jury 
last Friday recom­ 
mended that he be held for grand 
jury action. The grand jury will 
meet next February. 
Seheffier was the owner and 
driver of the tank truck that leak­ 
ed the propane gas into the resi­ 
dential area on Oct. 18. Minutes 
later, explosions rocked the area.

With A-Missiles 


HONOLULU OP—Atomic missiles 
from super secret Pearl Harbor 
arsenals are being loaded onto 
"wartime ready units" of the U. S. 
Pacific Fleet, the Honolulu Adver­ 
tiser reported Sunday. 
The newspaper said Pacific sub­ 
marines are now operating with 
the Navy’s deadliest weapon, reg­ 
ular guided missiles with atomic 
warheads. 
The paper said the Navy has 
cancelled leaves, placed liberty for 
key fleet personnel. These restric­ 
tions have been ordered since the 
outbreak of the Middle East crisis. 
Adm. Felix Stump, commander 
in chief of the Pacific Fleet, has 
been conferring with high Navy 
and military officials in Washing­ 
ton. 
He was due back here Sun­ 
day night. 
It said the naval buildup at Pearl 
Harbor was not apparent to the 
eye. It said the Navy learned its 
lesson on Dec. 7, 1941, when its 
warships offered juicy targets to 
Japanese pilots.

Company’s new line of medium 
priced cars to be introduced next 
year will be called "Edsel, it was 
announced today. 
Confirmation of the name was 
made at a press conference by 
Henry Ford II, company president, 
and Ernest R. Breech, chairman 
of the board. 
"I am proud and pleased to con­ 
firm that the name wUl be Edsel, 
in honor of my father who served 
the last 24 years of his life as 
president of Ford Motor Co.," Ford 
said. 
Edsel Bryant Ford, only son of 
company founder Henry Ford, was 
president of the auto firm from 
1919 until his death in 1943. 
The new Edsels, which wiU make 
their -debut next fad, mark the 
first time a "big three" automaker 
has come out with a completely 
new line of cars since Ford intro­ 
duced Mercury in 1939. 
Styling and engineering data on 
the new line still were kept secret. 
The only feature publicly disclosed 
was the mood ornament displaying 
a prominent "E." 
The company did say, however, 
the Edsel "will embody bold, new 
styling themes never before seen 
on the streets and highways."
